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Town Asks Government 
Action In Gas Dispute 


Failure of Ihe board of directors 
of the Central Gas Utilities (Vul¬ 
can) Ltd., to vote on an offer made 
by Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Co. Ltd., for the purchase of the 
Central Gas plant and distribution 
at Vulcan, thereby causing further 
delay to Canadian Western's plan 
to provide Vulcan with natural 
gas service this year, was the sub¬ 
ject of a special council meeting 
called by Mayor William Munro 
Tuesday afternoon of this week. 

Following the meeting, the 
chairman of the Board of Public 
UtlliUes Commissioners in Edmon¬ 
ton was contacted by phone und 
the case again presented t6 him, 
including the fact that Central Gas 
has no franchise ii\ Vulcan and 
their failure to make an agreement 
with Canadian Western should not 
be allowed to delay the coming of 
natural gas to Vulcan. An immedi¬ 
ate invesUgation was promised y 
the chairman and word of what 
action will be taken is expected 
within a very few days. A delega- 
Uon from the town council will go 
to Edmonton if it is considered 
advisable. 

Meanwhile, Canadian Westein 
has completed surveying of the 
projected transmission line to Vul¬ 
can and will start construction 
work this spring. The villages of 
Barons, Carmangay and Champion 
have been asked to prepare fran¬ 
chise agreements, with the pro¬ 
posed rate being 75 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. A franchise to 
supply Vulcan with natural gas 
will necessarily be delayed until 
the difficulties with Central Gas 
are settled, possibly through inter¬ 
vention by the Board of Public 
Utilities Commissioners.

At the regular County Council 
meeting held last week, a delega¬ 
tion and petitions were received, 
asking that the County hold a 
plebiscite to secure Ihe view of ihe 
ratepayers regarding the Introduc¬ 
tion of a weather modification or 
"hail suppr“ssion" scheme. 

The proposed area to come under 
hail suppression would include the 
unsubdivided farm lunds of tnc 
County with the exception of 
several townships — the exact area 
being defined in Ihe by-law which 
is published on another page in 
this issue of the Advocate. 

The scheme, if approved by the 
ratepayers of the area concerned, 
would be in effect for three 
months, commencing on or about 
June 20lh, 1959. The cost of 

$84,000 would be met by the levy¬ 
ing of an additional mill rate, not 
exceeding t *n mills, upon the un¬ 
subdivided farm lands lianle to as¬ 
sessment and taxation in that por¬ 
tion of the County defintd in Ihe 
by-law as coming under the hail 
suppression scheme and in which 
the plebiscite will be held. 

The by-law must receive Ihe ap¬ 
proval of not less than two-thirds 
of the proprietary electors voting 
thereon before it can be put into 
effect. (It should be noted that the 
approval required is two-thirds of 
those voting rather than a two- 
thirds majority of the ratepayers 
of the area concerned). 

The plebiscite will be held on 
Thursday, Upr'l 16. from 9 a.m. 
until 5 p.m., with C. H. Andrews 
as returning officer. There will be 
12 polling places—at Armndn, Cat- 
mangay, Champion, Alston, Denni¬ 
son's Farm, Reid .Hill, Milo, Ensign, 
Lomond, Kirkcaldy, Queenstown 
and Vulcan.

ALL GAB APPLIANCES 
MUST BE VENTED 

Stealthy death in the night is a 
real peril when gas heating ap¬ 
pliances are improperly hooked up, 
warn officials of the Department 
of Industries and Labour. During 
the first three weeks of 1959, two 
men lost their lives in separate 
mishaps at Nisku and Etzikom be¬ 
cause of propane gas heaters in 
the living quarters had inadequate 
cir circulation. The death rate for 
this short period was one-third as 
great as for the entire 12 months 
of 1958. 

Alberta safety regulations re¬ 
quire intake and outlet venting of 
at least one square Inch in duct 
size for each 2,500 B.T.U. rating of 
gas heating appliances. This ap¬ 
plies equally to natural gas and 
propane units, whether on tempor¬ 
ary or permanent installation. 

Propane gas heaters pose the 
greater danger because they offer 
unusual simplicity and speed in in¬ 
stallation. Hook-ups can be made 
in virtually a matter of minutes by 
most handymen. This very versa¬ 
tility makes rigid enforcement of 


safety regulations almost impos¬ 
sible. 

Furthermore, dangers of explo¬ 
sion from propane fuel leaks are 
more pronounced. Unlike natural 
gas, propane is heavier than air 
and settles near- floor surfaces. 
Only relatively long airing or forc¬ 
er! ventillation will dispel accumu¬ 
lations. Observance of basic pre¬ 
cautions will alleviate practically 
all dangers connected with the use 
of propane and natural gas heat¬ 
ing appliances. 

Proper intake tor combustion air 
and the venting of burner fumes 
must be the first consideration. 
Users of propane gas heating ap¬ 
pliances should satisfy themselves 
that their units have automatic 
fuel shutoff when the flame in 
burner, or pilot light goes out. 
These devices are required under 
newly adopted Alberta regulations. 
Safety approved appliances carry 
the marking of some recognized 
national testing agency.

To the Editor of The Advocate, 
Dear Sir: 

I would appreciate space in 
your paper to make clear a point 
that may cloud constructive 
thinking on the part of some 
people. 

I wish to assure all concerned 
that when I speak in a positive 
fashion regarding the possibilities 
of hail suppression being one of 
the most important contributions 
to our agricultural economy in 
this generation and testify to the 
reliability and capability of the 
operating company, I speak from 
experience, not because I am paid 
to do so. 

The responsibility to do what I 
could to organize a hail suppres¬ 
sion project in Kneehill, M.D., to 
test the possibilities of this science 
was placed on me and our com¬ 
mittee by our neighbors at public 
meetings. The support of my 
neighbors and this committee 
made this test possible. 

We have found our losses from 
hail over the past three years re¬ 
duced to a level never before 
known. Tremendous strides have 
been made in the practical appli¬ 
cation of this science In this time 
until now we can hope with rea¬ 
son for the virtual elimination of 
economic damage by hail. 

The cost of this is so reasonable 
that any man saving only one 
hailstorm in a lifetime will have 
excellent returns on his invest¬ 
ment and anyone whose past ex¬ 
perience indicates he could save

A By-Law of the County of Vulcan No. 2 to authorize the 
Council to enter Into an agreement for the provision of weather 
modification services in a part of the county. 


WHEREAS representation has been made 
to the Council of the County of Vulcan No. 2 
by ratepayers of the County of Vulcan 
excepting the following:

Township 22 in Ranges 24 and 25, W4th 

requesting the Council to enter into an agree¬ 
ment to provide weather modification services 
within such area during the crop growing 
season for 1959, and 

WHEREAS the Council has been informed 
that the weather modification services desired 
by the said ratepayers can be furnished by 
Irving P. Krick Associates of Canada Ltd., 
McCall Field, Calgary, Alberta, and 

WHEREAS representation from the said 
Company has stated that the Company is 
equipped, able and competent, qualified and 
willing to carry out a program of weather 
modification within the area referred to herein 
in the crop growing season of 195‘J and in ac¬ 
cordance \yith the expressed wishes of the 
ratepayers referred to herein, and 

WHEREAS the Council believes the wishes 
of the ratepayers who have requested the ser¬ 
vice should be granted, but at the expense of 
those owning unsubdivided farm lands within 
the area only, and 

WHEREAS the authority is given to the 
Council to enter into an agreement as recited 
herein, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that 
the Council of the County of Vulcan No. 2, 
by virtue of the authority granted to it by 
Section 429 of the Municipal District Act, 
Chapter 70 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1954, 
and amendments thereto, enacts as follows: 

1. That the Council of the County of Vulcan 
No. 2 enter into an agreement with Irving P. 
Krick Associates of Canada Ltd., McCall Field, 
Calgary, Alberta, for the provision of weather 
modification services, looking towards the 
suppression of hail which may damage cereal 
and other growing crops within the area of 
the County hereinafter set out in detail, dur¬ 
ing the cereal crop growing season of 1959, 
commencing on or about the 20th day of June, 
1959, and continuing thereafter for a consecu¬ 
tive period of three months, the said area com¬ 
prising the unsubdivided farm lands in the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 excepting the follow¬ 
ing townships or parts thereof: 

Township 18 in Ranges 18 and 19, W4th 
Township 19 in Ranges 18 and 19, W4th 
Township 18 in Ranges 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, W4th 
Township 19 in Ranges 23, 24, 25 and 26, W4th 


Township 20 in Ranges 23, 24, 25 and 26, W4th 
Township 21 in Ranges 23, 24, 25 and 26, W4th 
Township 22 in Ranges 24 and 25, W4th 

2. That the cost of providing the weather 
modification services referred to in paragraph 
tli set out above shall oe met by the levy and 
collection of a mill rate not exceeding ten 
mills upon the real property comprising the 
unsubdivided farm lands liable to assessment 
and taxation in that portion only of the 
County hereinbefore described, and that such 
rates shall be levied in addition to and to¬ 
gether with other rates authorized and form¬ 
ing part of the amalgamated tax levy, and 
they shall be a lien upon the property subject 
to the same penalties and Collectable in the 
same manner as taxes. 

3. That the total costs of providing the 
weather modification services in the area 
designated for the year 1959 only and payable 
to the Company referred to herein shall not 
exceed the sum of Eighty Four Thousand 
Dollars (*84,000.00) payable in a manner 
Mutually agreeable to the parties entering 
into the agreement. 

4. That the costs incurred by the County in 
submitting this By-Law to a vote of the pro¬ 
prietary electors as required by the Munici¬ 
pal District Act shall be on additional charge 
to be met out of the mill rate referred to in 
paragraph (2) hereof. 

5. That the agreement to be entered into 
with the Irving P. Krick Associates of Canada 
Ltd., shall contain a stipulation that the 
County shall he held harmless and indemni¬ 
fied against any claims or loss by any person 
or persons as a result of the weather modifi¬ 
cation program initiated and carried out under 
the provisions of the agreement authorized by 
this By-Law. 

6 . That the Chairman and the Secretary- 
Treasurer be and thiy ore hereby authorized 
for and on behalf of the Cquncil to sign an 
agreement with the Company referred to 
herein embodying the principles as set out by 
this By-Law. 

7. That this By-l.aw shall have no force and 
effect unless and until it has been submitted 
to a vote of the proprietory electors of the 
area referred to hereinbefore and has received 
the approval of not less than two thirds of the 
_said proprietory electors voting thereon.
